Smiles and sighs of relief were in evidence 
throughout tho area today as news spread of the 
settlement of the nationwide steel dispute. 
“I'm glad it is over,” was the general attitude 
among steelworkers, local union officals and others, 
others. 
Many workers had been stocking up with food 
waiting for the strike to resume after the SO-day 
Taft Hartley injunction expired on Jan. 26. 
Hard Hit 
Most of the union men were hard hit by the 
record 116-day strike which was ended on Nov. 9 
by the injunction. 
C. W. Daub, of 357 Berkshire Road, Fairless 
Hills, a cradlemen in the ore mill at the Fairless 
Works, said he is “glad it’s all over.” 
Joseph Marcotte, 2Q2 Waltham Road, Fairless 
Hills, who works in the warehouse in the bar mill, 
gave Vice-President Richard Nixon credit for the 
settlement although he said David J. McDonald, in­ 
ternational president of the union, “put up a hard 
fight.” 
‘Tickled To Death’ 
“ It is a pretty good feeling to know we don’t 
have to go out again,” he added. 


Mrs. Robert W. Ross, 
212 Yorkshire Lane, 
Fairless Hills, whose husband is a first helper in 
an open hearth furnace, said she was “tickled to 
death” to hear of the settlement. 
Mother of four sons and three daughters, Mrs. 
Ross said her family could have held out for an 
additional three months had the strike continued 
when the Taft-Hartley work enforcement period 
ended. 
“We were prepared for it,” Mrs. Ross assort­ 
ed. “We just loaded up the freezer and pot away 
all the extra cash we could.” 
Was Heady To Continue 
“ If McDonald feels it’s all right, it’s OK with 
me,” Andrew J. Miller, 221 Welsford Rd., Fairless 
Hills, said when hearing of the settlement. 
Miller, a machinist in the central mainten­ 
ance department of the Fairless Hills plant, also 
said he was ready to continue with the strike had 
union leadership so decreed. 
“Things were a little tight, but I would've g o n e 
on. If ifs a fair and just settlement, then I’m all 
for it. I’ve been in the mills for 13 years and I 
have as much faith in McDonald’s leadership as

Mitchell Aid 


WASHINGTON I Pl — The long steel dispute 


u h s settled today. 
I Ilion aud management readied a settlement 
based on recommendations by Vice President Rich­ 
ard M. Nixon and Secretary of I«il>or James P. 
Mitchell. 
The agreement was announced by Mitchell fol­ 
lowing a TI - hour day - night bargaining session 
which started at II a.m. Sunday. 
Details of the fem ur were not immediately an­ 
nounced but R. Conrad Cooper, chief management 
negotiator, said the agreement was a “compro­ 
mise” which gave the union something more than 
the companies’ last offer. This called for a three- 
year contract and a wage-benefit package the com­ 
panies said amounted to 30 cents an hour. The 
union had valued the previous proposal at 22 to 
24 rents an hour. 
Other key issues included the companies’ de­ 
mands for changes in various work rules. 


Silent On Price Increases 
Cooper would not say whether the steel com­ 
panies would raise prices as a result of the agree­ 
ment. 
Asked flatly what prospects were for a price 
boost, he said tersely; “I do not care to discus* 
that subject.” 
The agreement eliminated the possibility of 
another steel strike on Jan. 26 when the Taft-Hart­ 
ley injunction ending the first crippling walkout 
expires. The workers had l>een on strike for 116 
days before the injunction put them back to work 
on Nov. 7. 
Mitchell told a jammed news conference that 
the settlement was reached as a result of be­ 
hind - the - scenes conferences over the p a s t sev­ 
eral weeks which were held on instructions of 
President Eisenhower. 
Nixon and Mitchell made specific dollars - and - 
cents proposals, 


Nixon Sounds Warning 
Nixon also warned both sides in the marathon 
dispute that Congress might approve strong new 
legislation if the strike was renewed. Congress, 
primed to go to work on the dispute, reconvenes 
Wednesday. 
Cooper said the companies felt their “ best 
course” of action was to accept the government 
recommendations. 
Steelworkers Union President David J. McDon­ 
ald announced at the news conference that he 
would place the agreement l>efore the union’s Wage- 
Policy Committee at 2 p.m. Tuesday. He said he 
would give them “a message ot peace, prosperity 
and lasting happiness for the steelworkers.” Rati­ 
fication of the agreement by the board was con­ 
sidered certain. 
Details of the new agreement were to be an­ 
nounced after Tuesday’s union meeting. 
The dispute p r o d u c e d the worst steel strike 
in the nation’s history. It started July 15. It stopped 
automobile production, cut into other output and 
othei-wisc crippled the economy before it was 
halted on Nov. 7 by the injunction. 


Mitchell Praise* Nixon 
Mitchell said that without Nixon’s “influence, 
leadership and prestige” the settlement could not 
have been reached. He said that the vice president 
began meetings when Eisenhower was on his good 
will tour overseas and met with both sides about 
eight or ten times in his home. 
The secretary also said Nixon met the heads 
of the ll steel companies in New York last Thurs­ 
day before flying to California to participate in 
the Rose Bowl parade. 
Asked how the settlement compared with his 
and Nixon's recommendation, Mitchell said he 
would “refrain” from answering that pending an­ 
nouncement of the details. He said these would 
be released after ratification of the terms by “ the

McDonald, who had kept In touch with the 
negotiators by pl tone, smoked a new black pipe 
and boomed a cherry “ good morning" to the news­ 
men. 
Cooper said he hoped union officials would join 
hands with management in a campaign to eliminate 
waste.
